The command said: “Thou shait keep 
the Sabbath holy,” but the Scribes 
and Pharisees had made it a most 
unholy day by a noisome set of bard 
rales. Christ showed that the day was! 
set apart for the berefit of man, and 
not as a day of penance and misery— 
“The Sabbath was made for man and 
not man for the Sabbath.” On the 
present oceasion He says,” Which of 
you shall have an ass, or an ox. fallen 
into a pit. and will not straightwar 
pall him out on the Sabbath-day?”’ 

In the Christian Era we observe 
Sunday, the first day, at the same 
time as the Sabbath, the seventh day, 
so that the Sundsy ides of the wor- 
ship of Christ and the Sabbath idea 
of rest have ta blend. The Church 
thus teaches us te give part of our 
Sanday to worship and the other part 


to rest ; this rest does not necessarily 
mean idle loafing, but it means we 
should ‘abstain from our ordinary 
daily work, thus resting. body and 
mind from its strajn; and seek diver- 
sion in sore healthy amusement or 
exercise. 

The coming week is called Ember 
Week, and Wednesday, Friday and 
Saturday are called Ember Days. 
These days were set apart by the 
Chureh at the Conncil of Placentia in 
1095 as days of prayer for those about 
to be grained. (Cf. Acts VI. 6}. 

The old English name for Ember 
Week ‘was Ymb-ren-wicu, which 
signifies it is a season which comes 
round regularly at fixed times of the 
year; from this naine the modern 
sword Ember is derived. :
